•Only Nine Showed Income 


in 1932 of $25,000— 
None Over $40,000. 


WASHINGTON.—(A3)— The report of 


the Bureau of Internal Revenue .over 
the week-end on income statistics for 
1932 revealed an increase over 1931 in 
the number of returns filed and the 
amount tax pnid in Arkansas, but a 
drop in the total net income reported 
by individuals. 


There were 10,350 individual re- 


turns filed in the stale in 1932, show- 
ing total net income of $24.716,119 and 
tax payments amounting to 5215.937. 
Tlie year before 9,873 individuals filed 
returns, reporting total net income of 
$29,256,385 and lax payments of $107,- 
830. 
„ , 
Only nine individuals in Arkansas 


reported incomes in excess of $25,000, 
and there were none over $40,000. The 
bulk of returns were filed by persons 
with incomes of $3,000 and luss. 


Returns were filed by 2.30G corpora- 


tions, 449 reporting net incomes total- 
ing $139.578 nnd 1,679 reporting deficits 
amounting to $14,579. Returns were 
filed by 128 inactive corporations,, with 
no income data.

WASHINGTON— (/P)— Federal offi- 


cials over the week-end .sought to spur 
business recovery with "cheap money" 
by reducing the maximum interest 
payable by 13,800 banks on $11.000,000,- 
000 of time and savings deposits from 
three to two and one-half per cent. 


The new rate becomes effective Feb- 


ruary 1. It was fixed pointly by the 
Federal Reserve Board and Doposit 
Insurance Corporation with this frank 
purpose: 


"The reduction in the deposit rate is 


in harmony with the prevailing down- 
ward trend in interest rates and is ex- 
pected to support the trend, particu- 
larly in regard to rates on lung-time 
money, which are an important factor 
in business recovery. 


"The decrease in rales on time de- 


posits should have u tendency to bring 
about a decline in the cost to borrow- 
ers and to encourage depositors to seek 
investment for their idle funds. 


"A more favorable capital market 


mny be expected to create a more fav- 
orable mortgage market as well as en- 
courage refunding operations and the 
undertaking of new capital projects 
generally, a development essential to 
recovery."
